The news triggered a violent backlash by anti- 
independence forces, who had favored autonomy within Indonesia and had tried to disrupt the 
vote by attacking U.N. workers. At least four local U.N. workers were killed this week and 
another six were missing and feared dead." The Indonesian government is expected to respect 
the referendum and grant East Timor independence. Stay tuned!
